Tho most ardent supporter of women’s rights 
will berdly claim that they can becoma soldiers 
and policemen, blacksmiths .or carpenters, 
as no one can well diroct work he is physically 
unfit of himself performing, It follows: that 
women are by nature prociuded from those 
professions ultimately based on physical force 
or hard labour, such 13 the administration of 
government, the practice of navigation, Jaw, 
engineering, oto. Then I believe that. with 
the physical difference between men aud womea 
goesa montaldifference. There are two elements 
jee mind of every man,and every woman. 


Tho first is that elomentwhich is called variously 
judgment, reasoning powor, or céllognially 
sound common sense, The socond isthe female 
element whivh is by different people termed 
intuition, imagination, and sonietimos genius: 
In the man tho first of these domonts predomin- 
ates, and in the womau the seco.d. But 
without como imagination a man, though he 
may Lo offeotual, cannot. be. great. In’ the 
woman . there often lacks that closeness 
of reasoning powor necisary to give’ 
practical effect to her gening, and it is thus 
only through her influence on others tliat she 
can become the creator of grent works, Roughly 
spvaking man makes life possible, wouian makes 
it beantiful, or as a poet has practically put it, 
we aro Goil’s trees, women God'a flowors, 
Culture is necessary for the propor development 
of both, but has to be differently directod. In 
the uso of-the trees we want the wood and the 
shade, that is the strength and the protective 
power, In. tho case of the flowers it is 
the .fragrance, the colour, ‘and the form, 
that is sifeifiiess, sympathy, and gentlenoss,.
